He gradually worked into tbe 
theatrical business as press agent, and re- 
ceived his first benefit in 1857.

on their first appearance here. 
He became 


manager of the Boston theatre in 1877 and 
had managed it with sigual success.

NEW COUNTERFEITS. 


Tile Treasury Department's Circular Do- 


scribing Them In Detail. 


WASHTSOTOX, March. 24. —The secret 


service of tbe treasury department has 
discovered that there are two new coun- 
terfeit government bills in circulation. 
One is tto $2 treasury note and the 
other is of the 
SI silver 
certificate. 


This is the first counterfeit ever found of 
the $2 treasury note. The officials send 
out the following circular: 


This counterfeit is of the series ISM, 


check letter "C." 
Vi~. S. Rosecrans, regis- 


ter; E. H. Nebeker, treasurer; portrait of 
McPhersoi). The note is from l-S to 3-16 
of an inch smaller than the genuine; the 
color of the treasury numbers :vnd seal is 
o much darker red than that of tho genu- 
ine, and the numbers are heavier. 


In the portrait of McPherson on the 


counterfeit a blotch of black ink com- 
pletely hides the nostrils and lower part 
of the nose, and tte beard does not ex- 
tend down and cover a small portion of 
the coat collar, as in the genuine; the out- 
lines of the lower or fifth button iu each 
of the two rows on the coat 
of the 


genuine are clearly defined, while in the 
counterfeit; a portion of one only can just 
be discerned.

Understand, I would not have anyone tak 
for an example the cricketing exhibition 
put up in Massachusetts, or anywhere on 
side England and Australia or even Phila 
delphia where certainly tbe best cricketer 
of the states are to be found.

How to Mftlce Rose Potpourri. 


Gather faded roses and any rose leaves 


that fall to the ground, prepare some 
earthen plates'with white blotting pa- 
per over them, spread the rose leaves on 
the paper, throwing away the stems and 
seeds, and set them by a window where 
the son will shine on them. Stir often 
till very dry. Sweet violets and other 
fragrant blossoms can be used with the 
roses, bnt should be dried separately. 
Put a layer in a jar and sprinkle with 
salt. Fill the jar with alternate lay- 
ers of dried leaves and salt. Stand the 
jar oa a shelf in a warm room for four 
or fire weeks. Leave it uncovered and 
stir well every day. Then from a drag 
store get a little rosemary, thyme and 
bay leaves, break up fine and mis with 
the rose leaves. Get also a mixture of 
powdered orris root, ground cloves, am- 
bergris gum, cecia, patchouli and san- 
dalwood, in all a half ounce. Sprinkle 
this mixture over a quart of rose leaves, 
grate in a little dried lemon peel and 
about SO drops essence of jasmine and 
tha same o£ attar of roses. Now cover 
the jar, a"nd you will have a potpourri. 


How to Make Deviled Chicken. 


Chop very fine any pieces of cold 


cooked chicken that may be left. To 
every pint of this meat' allow one-half 
pint of cream, a tablespoonful of but- 
ter, a tablespoonfnl of chopped parsley, 
8 hard boiled eggs, 2 tablespoonfuls 
of bread crumbs, one-quarter nutmeg 
grated. Salt and cayenne to taste. Put 
the butter in a frying pan to melt; then 
add tho bread crumbs, cream, chicken 
and seasoning. Stir over the firs until 
it boils; then add the hard boiled eggs 
chopped very fine, jfill paper cases or 
individual dishes with this mixture, 
sprinkle lightly with bread crumbs anc! 
brown in a quick oven. 


either side of the pin, and this latter, dis- 
placing a proportionate body of water, will 
3oat ou the surface just as a lucifer match 
would do. 


The same experiment may be performed 


with a needle, and it/ must not be supposed 
that a very fine needle orpin alone is suita- 
ble. With the precautions hereafter indi- 
cated you may succeed even with a darn- 
ing needle. The only point to be explained 
is how to lay the pin or needle on the water 
so lightly that it shall not be wetted. There 
aore various methods of doing this. 


You may suspend the needle or pin from 


iwo loops of thread, one at each end, gently 
withdrawing them when the article floats. 
A good deal oi care will, however, be neces- 
sary to prevent the thread in the act of re- 
moval displacing the needle. 
( 


Again, you may, if you are sufficiently 


adroit, take the pin by its point and let it 
sink down gently on the water, releasing 
it at the moment when the pin and its re- 
flection in the water merge into one an- 
other. An exceptionally steady hand is 
needed for this method. 


A more simple plan is to lay the pin

To Replace the Trolley Wire. 


The Boston Journal of Commerce de- 


scribes a magnetic street railway system 
just introduced into Saiem, the purpose of 
which is to do away with tha peril and in- 
convenience of overhead wires. The wires 
corresponding to the present overhead 
structure are buried between the rails in 
an insulated conduit, over which is laid a 
brass tube that projects a trifle above the 
pavement. This tube is filled with wood, 
in which is a slot containing a quarter inch 
Iron rod lying loosely and connected with 
the feed wire in the conduit. This tube is 
in lengths of 10 feet, carefully sealed at the 
ends and separated from each other by in- 
tervals of six feet. 


The car equipment, besides the ordinary 


motor, has near each end of the car an elec- 
tric magnet and a metal brush hung to run 
on the surface of the brass pipe. As one of 
these magnets comes over the brass tube it 
attracts and lifts ap the iron wire resting 
in the slot in the core. This closes the cir- 
cuit with the feed wire, and the current is 
taken up by the brush running on the brass 
pipe and transmitted to the motor. The 
"live" condition of the brass pipe is main- 
tained only while an end of the car it, over 
it, and at all other times it' is PS harralc=3 
as the rest of the pavement. As soon as the 
magnet passes off from a section of pipe 
the iron wire in the slot drops away from 
contact with the pipe and destroys the cir- 
cuit of that particular section. 


Eggs In Various Gnlse. 


Egg Outlets—Boil three or four eggs for 


10 minutes, dip them in cold water for a 
moment or two and strip off the shells. 
Cut off the ends of each egg and divide it 
into four slices. Dip each piece in the well 
beaten yolk of an egg, then in bread crumbs 
rather highly seasoned with pepper, salt 
and a teaspoonful of-very finely minced 
parsley. Fry in boiling butter until brown. 
Serve with a thickened gravy around them. 


Eggs on Shells—Have ready some butter- 


ed scallop shells. Nearly fill them with 
chopped bloater or smoked salmon or any 
other salted and smoked fish. Pepper it 
well and sprinkle it with a pinch of finely 
chopped parsley. On the top break an egg 
without spoiling the yolk. Put it into the 
oven and serve when the whites have set. 


Eggs In Purgatory—Melt a little butter 


in an omelet pau, sprinkle salt upon it aud 
break into it as many eggs as may be re- 
quired. Pry for a few minutes and be care- 
ful to turn up the edges to keep them from 
spreading. Sprinkle pepper over them and 
send to table covered with tomato Bauce. 


Deviled Eggs—Boil some eggs quite hard, 


then throw them into cold water after re- 
moving them from the saucepan, and the 
shells will come off quite easily. Cut them 
hi half and slice a piece off the end that 
they may Ptand upright. 
Take out the 


yolks, keeping theirhites whole, and pound 
them with butter till they form a soft paste. 
Stir or work into this one teaspoonful of an- 
chovy sauce (this is the right allowance for 
four eggs), add some cayenne, fill the whites 
with the mixture, piling it up in the center. 
Serve with parsley garniture and eat them 
cold or hot.

Harlbes a magnetic street railway system 
just introduced into Salem, the purpose of 
which is to do away with the peril nnd in- 
convenience of overhead wires. Tlw wires 
corresponding to the present overhead 
structure are buried between the rails iu 
an insulated conduit, over wliich is laid a 
brass tubo that projects n trifle above tho 
pavement. 'This tube is filled with wood, 
In which is a slot containing a quarter in-:h 
Iron rod lying loosely ami connected with 
the feed wire in tho conduit. This tube is 
In lengths of 10 feet, carefully scaled at the 
ends and separated from each other by In- 
tervals of six feet. 


Tho car equipment, besides the ordinary 


motor, has near each end of the car an elec- 
tric magnet and a metal brush hung to run 
on the surface of the brass pipe. As one of 
thuso magnets comes over tho bru?s tube it 
attracts and lifts up the iron wire resting 
lu the slot in tbe core. This closes the cir- 
cuit with the feed wlro, and the current is 
taken up by the brush running on the brass 
pipe and transmitted to the motor. The 
"live" condition of the brass pipo is main- 
tained only while an end of the cur is over 
it, and at all other times it'is us hp.rn-.li3j 
as iho rest of the pavement. As soon as tho 
magnet passes oft' from a section of pipe 
the iron wire in the slot drops away from 
contact with ttie pipe and destroys the cir- 
cuit of that particular SL-ction.

Cut them 
in half aud fillet a piece off tbe end that 
they may stanii- upright.

yolks, keeping the whites whole, and pound 
them with butter till they form a soft paste. 
Stirorwork into this one teaspoonful of an- 
chovy sauco (this Is the right allowance for 
four eggs), add soimj cayenne, flll the whites 
with the mixture, piling-it up in tbe center.

They Thought She Was Miserly ana

of title, and may be kept by John Doe in 
Massachusetts. It is, however, recorded 
on ihe Kegiatry of. Deed* in Maine, and 
the property is subject there, and only 
there, to an attachment by the creditors 
o£ John Doe. The deed may be destroyed 
or lost, but the title remains good on the 
record. 


Richard Roe of Massachusetts is the 


owner of one-halt ot a cotton factory in 
the State of Maine, alongside the factory 
of John Doe, and identicnl with it in al. 
respects, valued at two hundred tbousanc 
dollars. The title is vested in tho Bichari 
Koe Manufacturing Company, a corpora- 
tion chartered under tho laws of the State 
of Maine, in which name the deed of the 
Inud is> registered. Tho whole pioperty, 
with the exception of the goods in trausil 
between the mill aud the market, is 
under the jnrisi'.iitlon of thp State o: 
Maine, and is taxed by the authorities o 
the town or eity in vrhuli it is situated to 
the artificial persons known as the Rich 
ard Roe Mam' factoring Company.

I5ut ib was ever thus. Mp.ukiud, too iu- 


dolent, as a rule, to find out the woHiJen 
that really exist iu nature, has set ibell 
to invent less wonderful though perhaps 
more richly colored fictions. Have we not 
in the past had that wonderful tale- o{ tht 
Scythian lamb (Agnus Bcythieus)haUvBg 
etahlo, half animal? This little lamb was 
feigned to grow upon a stem about three 
feet in height, the part by which itwa» BUS 
tained being a kind of umbilicus. It turu- 
ed about and bent its head to the herbaat 
and ted upon it, but should tho grass dry 
up or fail then the poor lamb would pint 
away and die. Well, there was foundation 
for that story in the woolly stock of the 
cibotium, a fern which creeps along the 
surface of the ground. For many years 
this was a most cherished property ol 
travelers, who threw the hatchet far and 
freely concerning it. 
They told how this 


wonderful creature flourished on a high, 
uncultivated and extensive salt plain west 
of the Volga, and each had his own spe- 
cial version to tell of the singular appear 
auce and habits of this vegetable lamb. 
But in the early part of the last century o 
cold blooded scientist, one Dr. Beyne ol 
Dantzig, gave the travelers away and spoil 
ed the whole business uttc" the manner, st 
delightful to scientists. 


It would appear aa though the traveler' 


felt the loss of the Scythian lamb acutely, 
and after seeking iv substitute for half 
century found it iu the deadly upas tree. 
Thia vegetal le monster was introduced tc 
an appreciative public by Dr. Foerscb, a 
Dutch surgeon, who described it as flour- 
ishing in a desert tract in Java, with nc 
other plant growing within a radius of 1C 
or 12 miles. 
The gas given off from Its 


leaves and atems was of so virulent a chai 
acter that of those daring enough to ven 
ture near it culy 10 per cent escaped -with 
the'r lives. This imaginative doctor gavi 
the Javanese credit for being economica 
in the matter of public executioners, fo: 
be says they offered criminals who hai 
been condemned to die that if they wouh 
proceed to the upas tree nnd collect som 
of the poison their lives should bo spared 
It was from the escaped tenth thatFoerscl 
professed to have derived his information 
and we can fully understand how som 
wily ex-criminal had "loaded" him with 
sensational details iu return for a scries o 
drinks or the Javanese equivalent for tha 
tongue loosening process. 


According to this account,which Foer^c" 


published in 1781, and whicli was trans 
lated into many European languages, th 
valley in which the upas tree grew wa 
strejvn with the bones of those who ha 
attempted to reach the tree, whose emana 
tions were so poisonous that"there are n 
fish in the waters, nor has any rat, moua 
or any other vermin been seen there, an 
when any birds fly so near this tree tha 
the effluvium reaches them they fall asae 
rifica to the effects of. the poison." H 
says that, on account of civil dissensions 
some 1 600 persons were compelled to n 
sidowithin 12 or 14 miles of the ftital tree 
but though they dwelt in thia proxiniit 
to the upas they could not be compelle 
to live there, for in less than two inontl 
1,300 had died. Prom the surviving rem 
nant, by a process of interviewing, Foersc 
declared that he obtained his information 
He also witnessed the effects of the gun 
exuded from the tree, when "exhibited, 
as a doctor would say, to two -women wh 
were ordered by the emperor to be executec 


Foersch's stories had very wide circula 


tion during the eight years prior to the 
refutation, and by that time they had go 
auch a start that they can scarcely be sai 
to have been overtaken yet. 


At the end of the jsventeenth century 


description of the tree was published t 
Neuhof, and about 100 years later Gc 
vaise asserted that only to touch or smo 
the tree was as effectual as to take the po 
bon in the ordinary way. The refutatio 
of Fcer=ch was altogether too sweepin; 
for he had considerable baais for hie r 
mance, but the commissioners of the B, 
tnvian society in 1789 declared that h 
narratives were entirely false and denie 
the existence of such a poison tree in J 
va. Horsficld and Blumo, howCTflr, in tl 
early part of the present cantus?, gave < 
the whole truth of tho matter.

Of course, people will Bay they 
know they catch colds fifin drafts, bu- 
cause they have colds after they have Ml 
a draft. But wo must be OH out gunrd 
against the old fallacy of post hoc proplei 
hoe. 
BcoaUGe wo have n cold after fcelinj! 


n tlrafl it dot's not necessaiily follow thai 
the draft «ad tho cause, ami our doetoi 
has a mass of facts to show thnt h n«« 
not. His patients sit in drafts habituallj 
and do not take cold. 


Whenever wo find ourselves with a cold, 


it is at least always posslblo that wo have 
caught it from some one eiso, for colds ait 
so common that we are certain to havt 
been lately In the company of borno out 
with n cold. There is, therefore, always at 
least the possibility of another cause than 
tho draft. 


But the draft and the cold do often suom 


very strongly to ba cause uud effect, aud, 
on the other hand, wo do not notice anj1 
onneotion between meeting a person with 
cold nnd taking cold ourselves. Why i 
his? Our doctor's explanation is veij 
imple: 
First—He thinks bo has discovered that 


.n ordinary cold takes about ten days or a 
ortnight to develop from tlie time of in 
ectlou. Hence, of course, the exphuintton 
if the secouil part of the mystery. Nnlu- 
ally, when we perceive we have a cold 
ve do not think of connecting it with ao 
event which happened a fortnight ago;

Do we ever similarly iu 
quire what people with colds wo havo bee 
in contact with5—Westminster Gazette.

An Engineering Triumph.

For the benefit of those who may be de- 


sirous of becoming more familiar with the 
rules, and conditions of this most noble 
sport, and in the hopes of ilill further in- 
teresting more of our 400)! townspeople in 
the several games to be played out on the 
beautifully situated Dracut oval the com- 
ing season, the writer of j this article will 
endeavor, as briefly as (possible, to give a 
clear outline of the gnmcnHself. 


Before doing so, however, I would like 


to proffer a few reroixrka.J'fthicli may be of 
interest to many SUN nailers. 


Cricket, with a very few exceptions, is a 


game played by amateurs only (pure and 
simple) and as a consequence, owing to 
the general good demeanor of uli its con- 
tests, it has been named the only true 
gentlemanly field sport, by more than one 
ex-professional, and amateur baso ball man 
and all round sport. 


In no ordinary club match does a team 


leceive any kind of a guuiatitee, and it is 
only very occasionally that a Warn goine; on 
a tour to the Provinces, or elsewhere, gets a 
guarantee, and even theu the amount, ic- 
ceivcd will barely pay for travelling ex- 
penses. 


One, or two Massachusetts clubs, more 


fortunately fixed than others, allow their 
players their railway expenses every Satur- 
day; but by far the maiority of cricketers 
in this state, pay the whole of their ex 
penses, and in riot a few cases a player will 
forfeit a day's wages; so that it is easy to 
see that there is quite an expense incurred 
individually during a season. 


Then again with the exception of a bat, 


a pair of pads, and a pair of gloves, (all of 
vhlch are provided by the club for the use 
f those members who do not possess llielr 
wn property) every player has to find his 
wn outfit; which means one pair of white 
annel trousers, & pair of spiked shoes, a 
ap, a shirt) and a sweater. 
Ho\v is it, how has it been with all first 
lass amateur base ball clubs as regards 
xpanses, and outfits, etc.? Why they pro- 
ide their players with a complete outfit, 
nfl expect a guarantee from all clubs, 
rhich, as a rule, will more than doubly 
jay the travelling expenses of their team. 
Times without number have I been asked 
: there is anything in it? 
Meaning is 


liere any money in cricket for me? and on 
my replying, "not a cent," these so called 
taateurs turn up their nose at, the game, 
s they do at all games, unless there is a 
lollar to be made out of it. Amateurs!!! 
Where are they? 
I have played cricket for twenty years, 


ifteen in England five here in Massachu- 
etts and the, game today is as free from 
•our seml-amatenrs, or gemi-pros, as it

Jricket, to any but a cricketer, when com- 
>ared with base ball, is considered worse 
,han a slow game. I admit, in fact I think 
all cricketers will admit, that cricket does 
not cause that terrible nervous strain so 
common either to the actual base ball 
Dlayer or spectator and which I claim is 
letrimental to one's health, be he ever so 
strong, but I will not allow that baseball 
,s as scientific a game as cricket all round. 
Understand, I would not have anyone take 
ior an example the cricketing exhibitions 
put up in Massachusetts, or anywhere out- 
side England and Australia or even Phila- 
delphia where certainly the best cricketers 
of the states are to be found. Tbe aver- 
age time occupied for a base ball gamo is, 
I believe, from one hour and three quar- 
ters to two hours. 


To finish a haif day, or one inning's 


game of cricket, the time required here- 
abouts would average about four hours, in 
England it would average about five and a 
half hours. 
Chief reason for difference is 


tho poor wickets one get here. 


An important match such as England T. 


Australia, or Oxford and Cambridge, or 
Eton and Harrow, or any county match 
will generally occupy the best part of three 
days, and even then it is sometimes left 
unfinished, and consequently counts as a 
draw. 


These games begin at 11.30 a. m. and 


the stumps are drawn every day at 6 p. m. 
There is an intermission for lunch at 2 
o'clock for three quarters of an hour. The 
actual playing time necessary for these 
games will average about 5 hours a day, or 
fifteen in all; and at all the more impor- 
tant games, such as above, the average at- 
tendance will be about t500. 
The record 


gate was some four or five years ago when 
the counth^ of Surrey and Nottingham 
met at Kennlngton oval. 
On said occa- 


sion there was an average daily attendance 
of 20,000 and more, and thre^-fourths of 
that number would watch the. whole day's 
play. All who have travelled in England 
must have noticed, and even those who 
have not yet crossed '.the "herring pond,'' 
must have heard that the English people 
are a people of leisure, they are not on the 
jump all the while for boodle. 


Clerks in banks, or offices, or salesmen, 


etc., in warehouses, t or elsewhere over 
there, do not have much trouble to get an 
afternoon off occasionally, say once .a fort- 
night, to witness some important cricket 
game. Of course they all get. their Satur- 
day afternoons the year round, when they 
play for their respective clubs. 
There is 


just one drawback to cricket in this state, 
which I would like to refer to, and one 
which has on more than one occasion given 
the grand old game a black eye, and also 
given our base ball friends, in particular, a 
chance to very mnch question the gentle- 
manly status of the game, and that is' the 
nmpiring. Unfortunately very few clubs 
can boast of a man who is fully qualified, 
and competent to stand umpire in a game, 
consequently one hears a little too often 
about altogether wrong decisions, which 
have more than once caused a bad feeling 
between contending teams,and one which is 
not soon effaced. This of course would not 
occur had each clnba good,fair,and square 
man and one thoroughly versed on the 
rules of the game, and whose motto was: 
"Deal squarely with all men." 
Of course 


no man is infallible. If we coald, how- 
ever, only remove this unfortunate setback 
to the game, we should at once kill all 
chances of about the only cause for trouble 
in the game. Tbe men best suited to um- 
pire the game are, with but a few excep- 
tions, themselves actively engaged every 
Saturday. And now as .promised, I will 
endeavor to make clear to all the principles 
of the came.The Cricket Teams.

Stb. He can bo out if the bail be struck 


or stopped by any part of his person, and 
he willfully strike at it again, except it be 
done for the purpose of guarding his 
wicket, which he may do with bi3 bat, or 
any part of his person, except his hands. 
This is called "Hit the ball twice." 


9th. lie can be out if he touches the 


ball with his hands, or take it up while in 
play, unless at the request of the opposite 
side. This is called "Handled the ball." 


In running a man out, should both hails 


havo been knocked off accidentally, befoie 
the fielder handles the ball, he inu;t pull 
up a stump, or knock it out of the ground. 


10. The three most important tilings for 


an umpire to look out for are, 1. b. w.—run 
out—and a catch at the wicket, although 
of course there are several other points 'to 
be on the watch for, still these three are 
the chief causes of most of the disputes 
that arise. 


11. \Vhe,n a batsman is out, the next 


man must be at the wicket in two minutes 
time. This rule is often broken. 


32. It is usual to have slated bounda- 


ries when playing .1 game; for instance out 
at Dracnt, should the ball be Int, aud roll 
across tlie track, that is gootl for three 
runs without running. Should it be bit 
clear over tbe bank, it is good for four and 
if hit, clean oat of the ground it is good for 
six. In case of a hit for three tbe batsmen 
change ends.

How the Sound of a Senshell at the Ear Is 


Accounted l'ot>. 


The peculiar murmuring sound, not 


unlike tha ripple of the w-'es on a still 
evening, which we hear on,, placing a 
shell or other hollow object to tha ear, 
is due to the fact that the concave sur- 
face concentrates, and thus multiplies 
all the different sounds around as, so 
as to render them audible. The many 
sounds always present in the air are 
augmented by the resonant -cavity of 
the shell.

The Padrone System. 


Every laboring man in the city Js di- 


rectly and personally interested in The 
World's effort to break up the padrone 
system. Organized labor cannot make 
a better use of its power than in oppos- 
ing the padrones, whoss profit is black- 
mail levied upon scant wages, and whose 
operations tend directly to a general 
and ruinious redaction of the price of 
labor. 


Thore could be noother"bear" influ- 


ence in tbe labor market so potent as 
this. Five thousand laborers out of 
work might bid low individually for 
offered employment. 
But their bid 


would be much higher than tbat of a 
padione who held the 5,000 as slaves to 
be disposed of in blocks, and who had the 
power to deprive them of all work and 
wages should they raise any objection 
to his terms. 


The wage of unskilled labor is small 


in these times at best. 
Under the pa- 


drone system it tends to the minimum 
nt which soul and body can be kept to- 
gether. It means 80 cents a day, with 
60 cents a day for hard toll as a near 
prospect. The only security for labor, 
skilled or unskilled, lies in the immedi- 
ate and utter destruction of the padrone 
system. At present it deals only with 
un&killed labor. If let alone, it will 
presently bring skilled labor also nnder 
its baleful control. Under existing cir- 
cumstances, with scores of thousands 
seeking work on any terms, that con- 
quest will be easy. 


The simple question is, Shall the pa- 


drones bo driven utterly oat of business, 
or shall Ameiican worfeingmen become 
their victims, paying blood money to 
them tor employment and submitting to 
such reductions of wages as it may 
please them to negotiate with greedy 
employers? Tho padrone must be tram- 
pled upon, or tbo workingtnen of this 
cotmtiy must become his chattels.— 
New York World.

How to 3tako KOHO Potpourri. 


Gather f adeB roses and any rose leaves 


that fall to the ground, prepare some 
earthen plates with white blotting pa- 
per over them, spread the rose leaves on 
ihe paper, throwing away the stems and 
seeds, and set them by a window where 
the sun will shino on them. Stir often 
till very dry. 
Sweet violets and other 


fragrant blossoms can be used with the 
roses, but should be dried separately. 
Put a layer in a jar and sprinkle with 
salt. Fill tbe jar with alternate lay- 
ers of dried loaves and salt Stand the 
lar on a shelf in a -warm room for four 
or five weeks. 
Leave it uncovered and 


stir well every day. Then from a drug 
store get a little rosemary, thyme and 
bay leaves, break up fine and mix with 
the rose leaves. Get also a mixture of 
powdered orris root, ground cloves, am- 
bergris gam, cecia, patchouli and san- 
dalwooS, in all a half ounce. Sprinkle 
this mixture over a quart of rose leases, 
grate in a little dried lemon peel and 
about SO drops essence of jasmine and 
the same of attar of roses.

lay it on the water without wetting it, yon 
will see the water take a convex feUape on 
either side of the pin, and this latter, dis- 
placing a proportionate body of water, will 
float on the surface just as a lucifer match 
would do. 


The same experiment may be performed 


with a needle, and it must not be supposed 
that a very fine needle or pin alone is suita- 
ble. With the precautious hereafter indi- 
cated you mjy succeed even with a darn- 
ing needle. The only point to be explained 
is how to lay the pin or needle on the water 
so lightly that it shall not be wetted. There 
are various methods of doinK this. 


You may suspend the needle or pin from 


two loops of thread, one at each eud, gently 
withdrawing to^ra when the article floats. 
A good deal of cnre will, however, be neces- 
sary to prevent the thread in tlie act of re- 
moval displacing the needle. 


Aflain, you may, If yon are sufficiently 


adroit, take the pin by its point and let it 
Bink down gently on the water, releasing 
it at the moment when the pin and its re- 
flection in the water merge into one an- 
other. An exceptionally steady hand is 
needed for this method. 


A more simple plan is to lay the pin 


across the prongs of a fork, which, you low- 
er gently into the water, bringing it gradu- 
ally from the horizontal to the vertical po- 
sition. This is a much more practical meth-

How to Make Deviled Chicken. 


Chop very fine any pieces of cold 


cooked chioken that may be left. 
To 


every pint of this meat allow one-half 
pint of cream, a tablespoonfnl of but- 
ter, a tablespoonfnl of chopped parsley, 
8 ' hard boiled «ggs, 8 tablespoonfuls 
of bread crumbs, one-qnarter nutmeg 
grated. Salt and cayenne to taste. Put 
the butter in a frying pan to melti then 
add the bread crumbs, cream, chicken 
and seasoning. Stir over the fire until 
it boils; then add the hard boiled eggs 
chopped very flue. Fill paper cases or 
individual dishes with this tnistnre, 
sprinkle lightly with bread crnnibs and 
brown in a quick oven. 


How to Clean Drain Pipes. 


To clean the drain pipes dissolve a 


few cents' -worth of copperas in a pail 
of bot water and pour a ifttle of this 
into the pipes each. day. 
It will keep 


tbem free from noxious odors and the 
grease that often clogs the pipes. 


To Replace tlie Trolley "Wire. 


The Boston Journal of Commerce de- 


scribes a magnetic street railway system 
Just introduced into Salem, the purpose of 
which is to do away with, the peril and in- 
convenieice of overhead wires. The wires 
corresponding to the present overhead 
structure are buried between the rails in 
an insulated conduit, over which is laid a 
brass tube that projects a trifla above the 
pavement. This tube is filled with wood, 
in which is a slot containing a quarter in-;h 
iron rod lying loosely and connected with 
the feed wire in the conduit. This tube is 
in lengths of 10 feet, carefully sealed at the 
ends and separated from each other by in- 
tervals of six leet. 


The car equipment, besides the ordinary 


motor, has near each end of the car an elec- 
tric magnet and a metal brush hung to run 
on the surface of the brass pipe. As one of 
these magnets comes over the brass tube it 
attracts and lifts up the iron wire resting 
in the slot in the core. Tnis closes the cir 
cuit with the feed wire, and the current is 
taken up by the brush running on the brass 
pipe and transmitted to the motor. The 
"live" condition of the brsjs pipe ia main- 
tained only while an end of jthe car is over 
it, and at all other times it is as harmless 
as the rest of the pavement. As soon as the 
magnet passes off from a section of pipe 
the iron wire in the slot drops away from 
contact with the pipe and destroys the cir 
cuit of that particular section. 


Hilk and Thunder. 


Science hasdisproved the rural belief thai 


thunder sours milk. It is now known tha: 
the souring results from a fungous growth 
and that the fungus is peculiarly fatal tc 
nursing children. The old time rural belie 
was that the concubsion from thumler aotec 
mechanically upon the milk and firs 
soured ajod then solidified it. The theory 
is a plausible one, easily derived from ob- 
«erving one set of facts without knowing 
about tho existence of others more impor- 
tant to the situation. It happens that milk 
does aour during or just after thunder- 
storms because the atmospheric conditions 


ihe middle lengthwise, and the outer edges 
neing brought together to form a new cen- 
ter, much additional tvear will be secured. 
Table linen which has become too much 
worn for further satisfactory service will 
generally be found to have considersblo 
sections of flrm fabric, which should not ba 
wasted. This will very likely furnish still 
soft and pleasant towels and ev«u when 
quite thoroughly worn will provide excep- 
tionally pleasing dish towels and cloths for 
similar use, says Good Housekeeping. 


Kegs In Yarions Guise. 


Egg Cutlets—Boil three or lour eggs for 


10 minutes, dip them in cold water for a 
moment or two and strip ofi tb.e shells, 


ut off the ends of each egg and divide it 


into four slices. Dip each plece^n the 
beaten yolk of an egg, then in bread crut 
rather highly seasoned with pepper, salt 
and a teaspoonful of very finely minced 
parsley. Fry in boiling butter until brown. 
Serve with a thickened gravy around them. 


Eggs on Shells—Have ready some butter- 


ed scallop shells. Kearly fill them with 
chopped bloater or smoked salmon or any 
other salted and smoked fish. Pepper it 
well and sprinkle it with a pinch of finely 
chopped parsley. On tbe top break an egg 
vrittout spoiling the yolk- Put it into the 
oven and serve when the whites rave set. 


Eggs In Purpatory—Melt a little butter 


in an omelet pan, sprinkle salt upon it and 
break Into it as many esgs as may be re- 
quired. Fry for a few minutes and be care- 
ful to turn up the edges to keep them from 
spreading. Sprinkle pepper over them and 
send to table covered with tomato sauce. 


Deviled Eggs—Boil some eggs quite hard, 


then throw them into cold water after re- 
moving them from the saucepan, and the 
shells will come off quite easily. Cut them 
in half and slice a piece off the end that 
tuey may stand upright. Take out the 
yolks, keeping the whites whole, and pound 
them with butter till they form a soft paste. 
Stir or work into this one teaspoonful of an- 
chovy sauce (this is the right allowance for 
four eggs), arid some cayenne, fill the whites 
with the mixture, piling it up in the center. 
Serve with parsley garniture and eat them 
cold or hot.

Tha Boston Journal of Commerce de- 


scribes a magnetic street railway sjstcm 
just introduced Into Slllom, the purpose of 
which is to do away with tho peril nnd in- 
convenience of overhead wires. The wires 
corresponding to tho present overhead 
structure are burled between the rails in 
an insulated conduit, over which is laid n 
brass tube that projects a trillo above the 
pavement. This tube is filled with wood, 
in which is a slot containing a quarter ln--;h 
Iron rod lying loosely nnd conutcled will, 
the feed wire in tho conduit. Thin tube is 
m lengths of 10 feet, 'carefully scaled nt the 
cuds nnd separated from each other by in- 
tervals of six fcot. 


Tho car equipment, besides the ordinary 


motor,' has near each end of the car an elec- 
tric magnet nnd a metnl brush hunK to run 
ou the surface of tho brnss pipe. As one ot 
these magnets cornea over the brass tube it 
attracts and lifts np the iron wire restlne 
In the slot in tho cora Tins closes the cir 
cult with the.feed wire, nnd the current is 
tnken up by the brush running on the brass 
pipe nnd transmitted to the motor. The 
"live" condition of tho brail pipe is mniu- 
tamcd only while nn end of the car is over 
It, and at all other times it 'is as harmless 
as the rest of the pnvotncnt. As soou as tho 
magnet passes oft from n secl.ion of pine 
the iron wire in the slot drops away from 
contact with the pipe nnd destroys the cir- 
cuit of that particular section.

Infantry patrol the streets, but their pres- 
ence is not sufficient to preserve order. 


Shortly after darkness had set in last 


night crowds began to gather in ce».iiu 
cafes and other places of public resort, 
the proprietors of which were in sympathy 
with them. Soon the crowds took to the 
streets, where their numbers were rapidly 
a'le'aented and began noting in n riotous 
manner in different parts of the city. 


The most serious disorder occurred at 


the Opera house. Tho black flag that had 
been hoisted on that building had been 
hauled down again after the military had 
succeeded in driving the crowd from tho 
vicinity of the building late in the after- 
noon, and when this news spread it ex- 
cited the deepest indignation among the 
populace. It was said that the flag had 
not been hoisted out of resnect for the 
memory of Kossuth, but simply for the 
purpose of appeasing popular fury. The 
streets close to where the Opera house is 
\ located were filled with a dense throng, 


ihe members of which bitterly 
de- 


nounced the government and the director 
of the Opera house for what was termed 
;he disrespect shown to tho memory of 
the greatest of martyrs. 


For a time no overt act was committed 


and the military stationed along An- 
drassy strasse made no attempt to dis- 
perse the crowd. Finally some men iu the 
crowd began to throw stones, while others 
hurled insulting epithets at the troops 
and the police. 


The Mob Rented. 


At this tho cavalry and police charged 


npon them with drawn swords. The mob 
resisted, and, though driven back, stub- 
bornly defended 
every inch of their 


ground. 
The soldiers and police had 


their hands full, and it looked after the 
first charge as though the rioters would 
turn the tables, and Unarmed as they 
were, except with stones and clubs, swoop 
through the forces attacking them. 


Again 
and again 
the 
crowd was 


charged, until they began to give way a 
little in the direction of the river, keeping 
up a continual fire of stones as they fell 
back. Many of the crowd were knocked 
down and tramped upon by the horses of 
the cavalrymen, and seriously injured. 


The soldiers and police 
used their 


swords unsparingly, and many of the 
rioters were so badly wounded that it was 
necessary to remove them to the hospital. 
Several of the troops and police were 
injured more or less severely by stones 
thrown by the rioters. Hundreds of win- 
dows were broken during the melee, and 
considerable other damage was done to 
property before the mob was put to flight. 


In the meantime, rioting of a less dan- 


gerous character had taken place in other 
parts of the city. At these points, how- 
ever, the authorities had comparatively 
little difficulty in restoring quiet. 


Traffic Stopped. 


Order was not restored until about 


midnight. Cordons of troops were then 
placed across the principal streets and all 
traffic was stopped. No one was allowed 
to pass through without explaining the 
business they were on. 


It would not be a surprise if the rioting 


should be resumed at any moment. It 
is known that 40 persons were injured 
during the rioting. 
Thirty-six men who 


appeared to be leaders in the movement 
were arrested. 


Nearly all the thieves and other lawless 


characters of the city were hanging on 
the skirts of the fighting crowds, await- 
ing opportunities to rob houses or shops 
that 
were carelessly leJc unprotected. 


Among the places looted were two large 
shops and a warehouse in • Konigstrasse. 
It is supposed that many private houses 
were robbed, but the police are too busy 
to give any details o! this kind.

check letter '(C," W. S. Rosecrans, regis 
ter; E H. Nobeker, treasurer; portrait of 
McPherson. The note is from 1-8 to 8-10 
of an inch smaller than the genuine; the 
color of the treasury numbers and belli is 
a much darker red thau thai of the gyuu- 
ine, and tho numbers nro heavier. 


In the portrait of McPherson on the 


counterfeit a blotch o! black ink com- 
pletely hides the nostrils nnd lower part 
of the nose, and the beaid does not ex- 
tend down and cover a small portion of 
the coat collar, as in the geuume; the out- 
lines of the lower or fifth button in each ' 
of tha two rows oil the coat 
of the 


genuine are clearly deliaed, while in the 
counterfeit a portion ot one only can just 
be discerned.

Prices of commodities do not rise, but nro 
on the whole about 1.3 per ceut less than 
lust week, though then the lowest ever 
known in tins country, and aro 12.9 per 
cent lower than a year ngo. 


Tbo prospect of getting constant re- 


munerative employment for works and 
Lands does not change. The fact that 
orders keep only pure of the forces at 
work, while both prices nnd wages tend 
downward, tbough spring is nenr at hand, 
renders present business less profitable 
and the future- less promising. 


The starting of four furnaces by tho 


Illinois Steel company and one ocher ut 
Pittsburg increases tbe output of iron, 
and some largo sales have been made at 
the lowest prices yet reported, with indi- 
cations of contiuued demand for struct- 
oral work, especially n,t the west. 


Cotlon nod Wool Mauufactures. 


The textile industries are answering the 


growing demand for replenishment of 
stocks with what may bo called hand-to- 
mouth production, some mills getting 


- orders enough to start nnd others which 


have filled orders in sight stop without 
trusting to future trade. The demand for 
cotlou guodfl is fairly large, but the re- 
ductions iu prices of somo grades and the 
accumulation of print cloths continues. 


Sales of wool far three weeks have ex- 


ceeded last year's 23.9 per cent, though 
transactions for March list year were 
about 4U per cent below the average. 
There is no demand for such wool os is 
reeded in the manufacture of underwear, 
dress goods and worsted suitings, but fine 
fleeces urc almost unsalable, Ohio XX 
being quoted at 22 cents, and 'carpet man- 
ufacturers buy sparingly.

I have mndo the right method of «ol- 


Icctinj,' the public revenue a subject of 
itndy for a long period. In the course of 
my investistntion I have been in the habit 
of examining the laws and the decisions 
of the Courts, both State and National. 


The case before you is not, however, a 


limple legal question. "Many things mny 
fa h'ifiil which are not lawful iu the sense 
>f being consistent with riyht and justice. 
I inn of opinion, both us economist, as a 
student of revenue liuvs and as a citizen, 
that the undertaking- of the State of 
Massachusetts to put a tax upon the 
fllot-k of corporations iu other States is un- 
Inwfnl, because it is unjust and iucon- 
Bistent with right.

The whole property, with, the exception 
of the goods in transit between the mill 
and the market, is under the dominion 
and jurisdiction of tho State of Muiue, 
where it is rightly taxed to John Doe, 
non-resident, and his associate residents, 
by the authorities of the town or city in 
which the mill is situated, and by whom 
it is 


Protected Under th* £airfi of afatna. 
The deed of this property is an evidence 


of title, and may be kept by John Doe in 
Massachusetts. It is, however, recorded 
on the Registry of Deeds in Maine, arid 
the property is subject1, there, and only 
there, to an attachment by the creditors 
of John Doe. The deed may bo destroyed 
or lost, but the title remains good on the 
record. 


Richard Roe of Massachusetts is the 


owner of one-half of a cotton factory in 
the State of Maine, alongside the factory 
of John Doe, and identical with it in all 
respects, valued at two hundred thousand 
dollars. The title is vested in tho Richard 
Roe Manufacturing Company, a corpora- 
tion chartered under the laws of the State 
of Maine, in which, name the deed of the 
laud is registered. The whole property, 
with the exception of the goods in transit 
between the mill and the market, is 
under the jurisdiction of the State of 
Maine, and is taxed by the authorities of 
the town or city in which it is situated to 
the artificial persons known ns the Rich- 
ard Roe Manufacturing Company. 


Certain'certificutes are issued which are 


evidences of the title, and tho certificates 
of his share in the Richard- Roe Manufac- 
turing Company are kept by Richard Roe 
in Massachusntts.

John Doe is held or possessed by himself 
by virtue of a deed of real estate running 
to him, and recorded Jor him. and in his 
nnme, while the property of Richard Roe 
ia held by a quasi Trustee, in whose name 
the .title is vested which is represented by 
a President and other officers. 


The material difference in Massachu- 


setts is this: The property of John Doe 
is rightly held to be beyond its dominion, 
and it is therefore wholly exempt from 
taxatioa in this State.

It would appear as though tho travelen 


felt the loss of the Scythian lamb acutely, 
and after seeking a substitute for halt o 
century found it in the deadly upas rree. 
This vegetal le moubler w:is Introduced tc 
an appreciative public by Dr. Foersch, a 
Dutch surgeon, who described it as flour- 
ishing in n desert tract iu Java, with nc 
other plant growing withiu a radius of 1C 
or 12 miles. Tho gas given off from Us 
leaves aud stems was of so \irulent n chut 
acter that of those daring enough to ven- 
ture near it only 10 per cent escaped with 
their lives. This imaginative doctor gavf 
the Javanese credit for being economical 
in the matter of public executioners, foi 
he says they offered criminals who hnd 
been condemned to die that if they would 
proceed to tbe upns tree and collect some 
of the poison their lives should be spared. 
It was from tbe escaped tenth that FoerscL 
professed to have derived his information, 
and we can fully understand how some 
wily ex-criminal bad "loaded" Mm with 
sensational det:iils iu return for a series oi 
drinks or the Javanese equivalent for that 
tongue loosening process. 


According to this account,which Foersch 


published in 1781, and which was trans 
lated into many European languages, th( 
valley in which the upas tree giew was 
strewn with the bones of those who bad 
attempted to reach tbe tree, whose emana 
tions were so poisonous that "there are nc 
fish in the wateis, nor has any rat, mouse 
or any other vermin been seen there, and 
when any birds fly so near this tree that 
tbe effluvium reaches them they fall » sac 
riflce to the effects o£ the poison." 
Hi 


says that, on account of civil dissensions, 
some 1,600 persons were compelled tore 
sido within 12 or 14 miles of the fatal tree, 
but though they dwelt in this proximitj 
to the upas they could not be compelled 
to live there, for in less than two months 
1,300 had died. From the surviving rem- 
nant, by a process of interviewing, Foersch 
declared that he obtained his information. 
He also witnessed the effects of tie gum 
exuded from the tree, when "exhibited," 
as a doctor would say, to two women whc 
were ordered by tbe emperor to be executed. 


Foersch's stories had very wide circula- 


tion during the eight years prior to theii 
refutation, and by that time thoy had got 
such a start that they cau scarcely be said 
to have been overtaken yet. 


At the end of the seventeenth century a 


description of the treo was published by 
Xeuhof, and about 100 years later Gcr 
vaise asserted that only to touch or snioll 
the tree was S3 effectual aa to take the poi- 
son in the ordinary way. The refutation 
of Foersch was alr-ogethcr too sweeping, 
for he had considerable basis for his ro- 
mance, but the commissioners of the Bn- 
tnvian society in 17SO declared that his 
narratives were entirely false and denied 
the existence of such s poison tree in Ja- 
va. Korsfield and Clume, howeTW, in the 
e?rly part of the present cemtar?, gave us 
the whole truth of tho matter. Horsfiekl 
describes tbe upas as one of tho largest 
trees in the Java forest?. It he? a cylin- 
drical .stem, rising, without branches, to a 
beigbt of from CO lo 80 feet. "Close to the 
ground tbe bnrk is. in old trees, more than 
an inch thick, and upon being wounded 
yields plentifully the jsilky juice from 
which tbe celebrated poison is prepared. 
In clearing nt-w gf'uads oonr th» tree the 
inhnbitunts do nut like to approach it, as 
they dread tbe or,tnn«ous eruption which 
It is known to produce when newly cut 
down.

Seasons For Marriage.

The above appeal's to have been a popular 


verse to inscribe m registers, for with slight 
variations it is to bo met with in se\eral 
parishes. 
Philomath's almanac for the 


year 1074 contains similar rules iu prose. 


Marriage comes in on thel'3th of January, 


and at Septuagesima Suuday it is out 
again until Low Sunday, at which time it 
comes in again and goes not out -until llo- 
gntioii Sund'iy. Then it is forbidden until 
Trinity Sunday, from whence it is unfor- 
bidden till Advent Sunday, but then it goes 
out and conn ^ not in again till tho 13th of 
January next following.

The order Was laid over to Monday. 
J. K. Hayes, Mr. WeutworUi and Mr, 


Kneil announced that they dissent from 
the adverse report of the committee on 
judiciary on the bill of Mr. Bliss of West 
Springfield to deliuo the liability of mil- 
road companies to make compensation for 
injuries suil'ered by employes in their ser- 
vice.

Veto of the Bill Strongly Dreed Upon

A very thoughtful presentation of ob- 


jections to' the bill coining from Rich- 
mond has made some impression upon 
the president. Of course it is manifestly 
impossible for the president to read him- 
self in detail all of these communications, 
but they are carefully examined by Mr. 
Thurbcr, and any new point or sugges- 
tion on either side of the case is brought 
to the president's attention. 


He has up to and including next Thurs- 


day to make up his mind what to do with 
the bill, and there are indications that he 
proposes to use most of this time in 
thoughtful consideration of the matter. 
It is certain that he 'has committed him- 
self to no man, as respects his action on 
tho bill.' 


It is noticeable that some communica- 


tions received urging a veto concede that 
owing to the slow formation of popular 
opinion the result may be a temporary 
party loss at the polls, but they insist 
that iu the end the sound and conservative 
course they approve will surely be re- 
warded by popular support. 


This view is strongly expressed in the 


communications from the south, which 
iu cases adjure the president to follow the 
line of conduct pursued by him in making 
the tariff issue. 


The comparatively few appeals for the 


signature of the bill aa a rule are based 
on the plea that it will do no harm, and is 
absolutely demanded to ensure

unity and the control of the house of 
representatives.
